new*, coming through Rerlin. follow* 
nun kly the announcement of the ' 
signing of a peace with the Haraine. 
With Rumania isolated and hilple**, 
the war on the entire eastern front 
may now he said to be at an end. 
Peace negotiations between the Cen- 
tral Power* and the Bolsheviki Gov 
ernment. which seized power in Pe- 
tmgard in November were opened on 
December 23. last, after the way had 
heen paved by the signing nf.'an ar- 
mistice on December 4. Many 'times 
reported broken off. the negotiation* 
have been in progress, with brief in- 
terval*, ever since culminating in the 
announcement Mondav. 

Again American troons holding 
the lines iff the region of Mihiel hnve 
1 .me Into contact with the Carman* 
nnd suffered a few casualtie**The«e 
men. operating in that dangerous 
territory botWfl the line* kn.-w-n as 
No Man * Land, were ambuscaded In- 
a suoerior force of the enemy, but 
foui-ht valiantly against great odds 
until they were either killed or mnde 
prisoners Onlv one man out nf 'he 
little party of ten surcocde'd in re- 
gaining the American trenches and 
he was wounded. Five of the Ameri- 
cans are believed to have been killed. 
The other four are missing. Immedi- 
ately* the patrol was attacked the 
«»uns of the Americans in the trerhe* 
laid down a barrage against the Ger- 
mans, and judgin- from the remark- 
nble accuracy of aim the gunner* 
have shown recently, it i* believed 
along the American front that some 
members of the enemy party were 
killed or wounded. 

Much pleasure is being evinced in 
both Austria and Germany over the 
success of the Central Powers in ef- 
fecting a separate peace with the 
Ukraine. While the exact terms of 
the peace have_ not yet been announc- 
ed, it is expected that the Central 
Powers will lend their aid to the 
Ukrainians in suppressing the Bol- 
sheviki, and that in return German 
nnd Austria will receive much of 
the wheat and other food supplies in 
the Ukraine, on which it has been 
known for a long time they had set 
their heart*. Peace with the Ukrain- 
ianthaving been settled, the Central 
Powers now are bent upon a cessa- 
tion of hostilities with Rumania. The 
time limit of the ultimatum sent bv 
them to the little kindgom demand- 
ing "that peace negotiations be begun 
hai • vnired. but it not known wheth- 
er Rumania gave a favorable reply 
or declined to treat with the enemy. 
It is known, however, that the Ru- . 
manian Cabinet has resigned. 

Revoking stories of the barbarous 
treatment of Italian prisoners bj the 
Ccnnan* have been received by Reu- 
tei's Limited in London. The m ~n 
are given only half rations, it !i said, 
and when they rushed for th.'ir soup 
they were bayoneted hv their cap- 
tors. Others were shot for trying to 
get food from the British prNOttera, 
Hen are dying in the camrn every 
day through starvation or dysentery. 
Some of the captives were marched 
all the way from Italy with only 
bread to eat. One man sai-' he had 
been fifteen days on the journey and 
had been given three meals. 

COULDN'T RESIST TEMPTATION

lieving that he had been stolen, he 
sought T. K. Tudor, the poultry man, 
who told him he had just bought a 
big, fine gobbler from Frank Thur- 
man, of color. Mr. Beazlev, havng 
procured the gobbler set out to find 
the man who had purloined him, and 
located him at R C. Hocker's. When 
confronted, he admitted his guilt and 
said that he just couldn't resist the 
temptation to grab the bird as he 
passed bv.
